DRAWINGS 

The drawings filed on March 27, 2007 have been approved by the examiner. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art suggest the limitations of the amended claims wherein a pipe cleaner includes 
first and second discus plates, a plurality of independent spacers removably affixed to 
the interior surfaces of the first and second plates, and a flexible discus wiper between 
the spaced discus plates. The claims read upon pipe cleaners for the exterior surface 
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of the pipes, such as those references cited in the non-final rejection of December 27, 
2006 as well as pipe cleaners for the interior surfaces of pipes. References indicative of 
the latter pipe cleaners are the newly cited patents to Smith, MacLennan, Cho et al., 
Brandt, Rogers, and von Arx. Of these references, all except for von Arx show 
connecting means removably or permanently attached to the exterior surfaces of the 
first and second plates. 

The remaining reference to von Arx shows a single removably affixed spacer, 
141d or 241 d, to provide a gap for allowing the flexible discus wiper to be held between 
the two discus plates. There is no motivation or suggestion in any of the prior art to use 
a plurality of independent spacers in the invention of von Arx. The use of independent 
spacers in the instant invention is necessitated by the discus plates and discus wiper to 
each be annular for insertion of a pipe therethrough. The invention of von Arx, by 
contrast, can function with only the single spacer in the center of the discus plates 
because the scraping edges of the wipers are along the outer circumference of the 
flexible discus wiper, not the inside diameter of an annulus.
